Varsity  football  will  be  continued  at  St.  Joseph's!  An  affirmative 
faculty  vote  was  taken  at  the  regular  meeting  of  Nov.  14,  and  two 
days  later  the  College  Board  of  Control  unanimously  approved  the 
faculty  decision. 

The  action  came  at  the  conclusion  of  a  three-year  probationary 
period  on  which  the  faculty  and  the  Board  had  agreed  when  the 
North  Central  Association  issued  a  temporary  new  athletic  policy  in  1952. 
The  “observe-and-think-it-over”  period  was  set  pending  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  permanent  NCA  policy 
last  spring.

Last  month,  on  the  question  of 
SJC's  continuance  of  the  varsity 
sport,  no  dissenting  voice  was 
raised  in  either  faculty  or  Board 
meeting. 

The  faculty  also  proposed  and 
discussed  the  first  draft  of  a 
Statement  of  Athletic  Policy. 
While  no  major  changes  of  policy 
are  planned,  such  a  statement  is 
required  by  the  North  Central 
Association,  the  accrediting  agency 
of  the  Midwest,  of  which  St. 
Joseph’s  became  a  member  in  1950. 

The  Association  has  directed  all 
member  colleges  and  universities 
to  put  into  print  their  beliefs  con¬ 
cerning  the  purpose  of  sports,  as 
well  as  their  methods  of  adminis¬ 
tering  and  financing  the  sports 
program. 

Details  of  the  Statement  of 
Athletic  Policy  are  to  be  worked 
out  in  later  meetings.

With  the  arrival  of  1956,  Ham¬ 
mond  (Ind.)  will  have  a  Democrat 
for  city  judge — an  experience  that 
traditionally  Republican  place  has 
not  had  for  ten  years.  His  name? 
Why,  Judge  Frank  Stodola,  a  St. 
Joseph’s  product  of  1946. 

Stodola — who,  by  the  way,  is 
president  of  the  Lake  County 
Alumni  chapter — led  his  ticket  in 
the  citywide  election.  He  won 
17,024  of  the  32,326  votes  cast, 
a  majority  of  1722.

The  new  judge,  who  has  his  own 
law  practice  in  the  Yale  Building, 
6305  Hohman  Ave.,  has  served  for 
nearly  three  years  as  deputy  pros¬ 
ecutor  of  the  Hammond  Juvenile 
Court  (which  deals  more  with 
parents  of  juveniles  than  the 
juveniles  themselves).  He  is  active 
in  civic  and  religious  affairs  and 
holds  a  life  membership  in  the 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  for 
outstanding  service  in  that  or¬ 
ganisation.

Hit  Chicago  Illini 
In  Season  Closer 

The  St.  Joe  Pumas  closed  one 
of  their  most  successful  football 
seasons  on  Nov.  12,  crushing  the 
Chicago  Illini  39-12  before  a  Dad’s 
Day  crowd  at  Collegeville. 

The  Pumas  unleashed  a  potent 
offensive  attack  as  they  ground 
out  a  total  of  340  yards,  to  finish 
the  season  with  a  record  of  six 
wins,  three  losses,  and  the  ICC 
co-championship. 

After  a  slow  start  in  the  first 
quarter,  the  Pumas  really  got 
under  way  in  the  second  period, 
when  they  scored  three  times. 
The  first  was  on  an  electrifying 
70-yard  run  by  freshman  halfback 
Chuck  Spielman,  after  he  had 
taken  a  short  pass  from  quarter¬ 
back  Ralph  Tite.  Within  a  few 
minutes  after  this,  Spielman  scored 
again  on  a  13-yard  run,  climaxing 
a  41-yard  drive.  The  final  TD  of 
the  second  quarter  came  in  the 
last  few  seconds,  when  Tite  ended 
a  48-yard  goal  line  march  by 
passing  five  yards  to  halfback 
Bob  Caporal  for  the  tally.  Merle 
Effing  connected  on  two  of  three 
extra  points  to  give  St.  Joe  a 
20-0  lead  at  halftime. 

The  Chicago  Illini  showed  some 
signs  of  life  in  the  early  minutes 
of  the  third  quarter,  when  they 
marched  80  yards  in  13  plays  for 
a  touchdown.  Carl  Eichstaedt 
scored  from  the  four. 

The  Pumas  turned  on  the  heat 
again  in  the  fourth  period,  when 
they  scored  three  times.  Fullback 
Norb  Daigle  scored  from  five 
yards  out  to  put  the  finishing 
touches  on  a  45-yard  touchdown 
drive.  Chuck  Spielman  scored  his 
third  touchdown  of  the  afternoon 
minutes  later  on  a  16-yard  run. 

Full  Day  of  Activities 
Honors  Students’  Dads 

A  record  crowd  of  nearly  200 
Dads  was  honored  on  the  campus 
at  the  annual  Dad’s  Day  program 
Nov.  12. 

Special  events  for  Dads  of  foot¬ 
ball  team  members  and  other 
students  began  with  devotions  in 
the  College  chapel  at  9:30  a.  m. 
After  the  pre-game  dinner,  chalk- 
talks  were  held  in  Raleigh  Hall 
for  members  of  the  team  and  their 
fathers. 

During  these  preliminary  events, 
a  reception  was  given  in  Merlini 
Hall  lounge  for  mothers  of  the 
students. 

Following  the  victory  over  the 
Chicago  Illini,  a  social  get-together 
was  held  in  Raleigh  Hall  for  all 
Dads  and  faculty  members.

Despite  their  lack  of  experience 
and  over-ail  height,  the  Pumas 
have  defeated  their  last  two  op¬ 
ponents  after  losing  their  first 
game  to  Wabash  College,  65-57. 

Freshman  Bill  Lewis  of  Fair 
Oaks,  Ind.,  has  been  the  leading 
scorer  for  St.  Joe.  Lewis  has 
scored  60  points  in  three  games 
including  17  against  Wabash  when 
the  Pumas  cut  a  20-point  lead  to 
eight  points  before  time  ran  out. 

Following  their  Alumni  victory, 
St.  Joseph’s  toppled  Bellarmine 
College  of  Louisville  87-82  on  last 
minute  baskets  by  Lewis  and 
center  Dan  Fenker. 

Next  after  the  Evansville  game, 
the  Pumas  meet  DePauw  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Collegeville  on  Dec.  14.
